BY THE ALLIED 


WITH 'THE FRENCH ARMY IN 


FRANCE, Tuesday, June 11 (Night)— 
(By the Associated-Press)—The allied 
troops today showed the Germans they 
could not have it all their own way 
by executing a number of counter at- 


' tacks which were invariably success- 


ful. 
Some important, territory was 


won back and inroads even were made 
Into the German positions. It was, in 
fact, a thoroughly good day for the 
allies, who in addition to regaining 
ground, captured more than 1000 pris- 
oners. 


The principal 'counter- attack occur- 
red between Domfront, near Rubes- 
court, and Wacquemoulin, 
south 
of 


Belloy, a front of about 12 kilometres. 
Allied infantry, supported by tanks, 
achieved an advance averaging 1500 
metres. They retook Belloy, reached 
the edge of St. Maur, arrived north 
of Porte and Loges farms and ob- 
tained a foothill at Antheuil. 


The French troops 
displayed 
re-, 


inarkable courage and willingness to 
get at the foe. who appeared com- 
pletely disconcerted 
by their 
dash. 
Horse teams could be seen galloping 
forward to save their guns and some 
of the Germans lost their heads com- 
pletely. The battleground is literally 
covered with German dead.

French cannon and machine guns

day. An entire division of the famous 
Jaegers was cut to pieces at Ressons-

Other divisions, it is learned, suffered 
equally during the preparation for the 
attack and the advance to the narrow 
valleys, ail the passes of which were 
dominated by the allied guns. Every 
prisoner taken seems horror-stricken 
at the slaughter of his comrades.

French Make Big Advance and Threaten 


Recent Gains Made by German Troops 


Many Prisoners Taken by the 


AMSTERDAM, 
June 12.—Germany 


has lodged a complaint in Washington 
and asked for safeguards against such 
excesses as led to the lynching of 
Robert P. Prager at Collinsville, 111., 
on April 4, according to a Wolff Bu- 
reau telegram from Germany, quoting 
Privy Councillor Simons in replying 
to a question in the Reichstag. Simons 
is quoted as follows: 


"The lynching of Prager is a- fact 


and was committed for no other rea- 
son than" that he was a German and 
sympathized with the German cause. 
The Swiss minister at Washington has 
lodged a complaint and asked for safe- 
guards against such excesses. 


'•The United States admits the 'facts, 
but says, that, under the laws of Illi- 
nois, it cannot interfere. 
The investi- 


gation is proceeding1 and legal "steps 
are being taken for the future. 


"The United States, which is 
legedly warring against the 'Huns' in 
the interests of humanity, bears the 
main responsibility for the crime. The 
American government permitted Ger- 
man hatred to be fanned amongst the 
American people. We cannot rest sat- 
isfied with the statement that the laws 
of Illinois are inadequate to handle 
such a situation. The American gov- 
ernment must find ways to protect the 
rights and liberties of 
Germans 


America. 
"The German government has • -re- 


peatedly made known 
through

Swiss minister that progress in this 
matter should be accelerated, what- 
ever the conditions in

United 
States may be. The

WASHINGTON, 
D. C., June 12.— 


Congressman Rogers today wrote the 
department of labor urging that a 
branch employment agency be estab- 
lished in Lowell. He called attention 
to the growing need of Lowell and 
the difficulty of securing labor for the 
war industries carried on there. Said 
Mr. Rogers: 


"According to the census of 1910, 


Lowell had a population of about lOfi,- 
000. 
It is probably at least 125,000 to- 


day. It is the largest city in Middle- 
sex county and one of the two county 
seats of that county, the other beinpr 
Cambridge, which is practically a part 
of Boston. Middlesex county had in 
3910 a population of over two-thirds of 
a million, being about twenty per cent, 
of the 'entire population of Massachu- 
setts. Lowell is almost wholly indus- 
trial-nnd it Is the natural labor cen- 
ter of this portion of the state. It 
is estimated that thirty-live thousand 
men and women are working within 
the city of Lowell alone upon war 
necessities—especially munitions and 


textiles. Lowell is twenty-six 
miles 


from Boston. 
. Its proximity, to Camp Devens, Ayer, 
Mass., one of the National army can- 
tonments, has seriously complicated 
the labor situation, and 
for 
some 
months we have had a most difficult 
task in securing- even the minimum of 
labor in our war industries. 


Major Hugo Diemer, chief inspector 


of the 'bureau of ordnance, attached 
to the munition plants in Lowell, wrote 
to his superior officers on May 15th 
last: "Ten thousand .employes will be 
needed within the next three months.1 
This is for munitions alone, 
which 


constitute only one item in bur prob- 
lem. 


Mr. Austin W. Lord of the Bureau 


of Industrial Housing of your depart- 
ment, has recently completed a per- 
sonal investigation of the situation in 
Lowell and can doubtless give you de-

HOW TO CAN SWEET 


CORN AND PEPPERS 


" Successful home 
canning of sweet 


corn depends upon careful selection of 
tender, juicy corn in the milk stage 
Corn for canning should never gtand 
longer than a few minutes after being 
taken from the stalk. Corn which Is 
past the milky stage or is stale is 
very difficult to can, 


Remove husk and silk. 
Blanch on 


the cob by dipping into boiling water 
from 1 to 3 minutes or until milk is 
set Have clean hands, and all utensils 
scalded 
Cut corn off cob. .Pack im 


mediately into previously boiled jars 
to within one inch of the top, but do 
not pack too lightly. 
Add seasoning 


(one-third level teaspoonful salt and 
two-thirds teaspoonful sugar) to each 
pint of corn, and fill Jars with clear 
hot water. Paddle to allow liquor to 
penetrate to the bottom of the Jar, 
and to remove all ale bubbles. Par- 
tially seal jars. 
Processing with steam under, pres- 


sure is recommended. 
Process 
pint 


jars lYi hours at 15 pounds pressure. 
Peal immediately, cool as rapidly as 
possible, but do so in a place free from 
rafts. 
Do not put into cold water, as 


jars will crack. 
When cold test for 


leaks and store in a cool, dark, 
dry 


place. 


If the intermitent process is used 


boil pint jars 1 la hours the first day 
and 1 hour on the second and third 
days. Loosen covers before each sub- 
sequent boiling, and seal completely 
after boiling. Cool, test for leaks, and 
store. 


If the single-period continuous boil- 


ing process is employed, boil for at 
least three hours. 
Seal, cool, test for 


leaks, and store. 
' 


Take every precaution to have good 


rubbers and absolutely tight jars. Test 
for leaks each time jars become cold 
and again 24 hours after processing. 
All jars showing slightest 
sign 
of 


leaks must be refitted with rubbers 
and reprocessed. 


Usually a better-flavored fininshed 


corn product can be obtained by drying* 
the corn instead of canning it. 
Sweet Peppers 


The best sweet peppers for canning 


are the Spanish varieties known 
as 


pimientos 
Tlie fruit of these peppers 


hs3 very thick flesh, tough skin, and 
is comparatively smoth and free from 
ridges. The bell peppers are not suit- 
able varieties for canning. 
Peppers 


should be ripe, sound, and free from 
bruises. Sort, using thr, whole peppers 
for canning: and small or broken pep- 
pers for products 
such 
as 
sauces, 


soups, chutneys. and Dixie relish. Pre- 
pare for peeling by roasting- peppers 
in a hot oven for 6 to S minutes, being 
careful not to allow I hem to scorch. 
Peel, ct out stem, remove* seeds, and 
pack dry in flattened layers, 
No wa- 


ter or seasoning is used in the prepar 
ation of these peppers; the processing 
brings out a thick liquor which al- 
most covers them* in the previously 
boiled jars. Partially sea] jars, ster- 
ilize (process by boiling) pint jars for 
SO minutes. 
Cooi and lest for leaks. 


When a. steam-pressure 
canner is 


used, process pints LO minutes under 
an eight-pound steam pressure.—U. S.

The care of these prisoners

under the reclamation department of 
the quartermaster corps.

near, the stockade and no one can visit 
the prisoners, nor watch them at work.

DEMAND FOR NURSES 


The government is short of nurses 


to meet the needs ol the army and 
navy and this week is making an ap- 
peal to the women of the country to 
supply the necessary number.

CONSCIENTIOUS OBJECTOR 


The sentence to life imprisonment of 


45 Texan objectors to military ser- 
vice on the ground of conscientious 
scruples, will create a profound im- 
pression throughout the country and 
will undoubtedly remove the idea, that 
a. registrant may escape military ser- 
vice by belonging to a church whose 
faith is opposed to war. The sentence 
imposed by a court-martial has been 
reduced to 25 years by Brigadier Gen- 
eral O'Neil at Fort Leavenworth. Even 
that Is quite a stiff term for an ob- 
jector on "conscientious scruples." 


It appears that the offenders In this 


case belonged to what is known as 
the Mennonite faith, and while all 
are opposed to military service, some 
were willing to wear the army uniform 
and work 
in 
non-combatant units. 


The men who were sentenced refused 
to wear an army uniform on any con- 
dition. 
This action 
Indicates 
thai 


there is a limit to the extent to which 
the conscientious objectors can evade 
their duty to the government in time 
of war. 
They will be obliged to work 


in support of the war in some form 
or else go to prison. 


INCREASED RAILROAD FARES 
The increase in fare on the Boston 


& Maine railroad from Lowell to Bos- 
ton from 63 tq 7S cents, with the ad- 
dition of six cents of a war tax, will 
probably reduce the travel on the 
trains over that line. The passenger 
traffic may be diverted largely to the 
electric cars and automobiles. 
The 


increase in rates, both passenger and 
freight, has been the first tangible reT 
suit of government control. 
Doubtless 


this radical increase has resulted from 
the necessity of rehabilitating a num- 
ber of roads which had been allowed 
to run down in their general efficiency. 
Radical repairs are needed and equal- 
ly radical additions to 
the 
rolling 


stock. These cost perhaps twice as 
much at the present time as they 
would have cost a few years ago. 
Then the railroad employes have de- 
manded rates of wages wholly unprec- 
edented on any system in the world. 
For the sake of industrial peace and 
in order to secure 
the 
co-operation 


necessary to meet the transportation 
problems of the country, the govern- 
ment 
granted 
practically every de- 


mand made by the Brotherhood. It 
remains to be seen how the new ar- 
rangement will work out, although we 
should not be surprised to find the 
railroad employes in the near future 
making demands for wages still high- 
er.

FEDERAL CHILD LABOR LAW 
By a. narrow majority the United 


States supreme court has declared un- 
constitutional the federal child laboi 
law or 1916 forbidding interstate ship- 
ments of products of child labor. Thii 
decision is of vital importance to man- 
ufacturers and labor interests and will 
probably lead to a canipaign for new 
state laws, an amendment to the con- 
stitution and a bitter sectional fight 
Southern cotton mill interests contend, 
ed that congress had no right to force 
such legislation on unwilling states by 
the use of the 
interstate 
commerce 


clause in the constitution. 
On similar 


grounds the sale and shipment of pris- 
grounds the scale and shipment of pris- 
on-made goods in interstate commerce 
will probablv be upheld. 


Mills located in states which forbid 


the employment of children will find 
it hard to compete with southern mills 
which enjoy that advantage. The south 
has attained a commanding position in 
the manufacture of coarse cotton goods 
and yarns through cheap labor and wa- 
ter power. In the north labor has se- 
cured legislation to keep young chil- 
dren out of the mills, but has failed 
to impress upon the legislatures of 
southern states the need for similar 
aws. In the coming struggle the in- 
nterests of northern mill owners and 
abor will 'be identical. 


The federal government has been 


surprised by this decision because the 
United States supreme court recently 
denied the claims of the liquor trade 
.o ship alcoholic liquors into prohibl- 
ion states. 
One method of getting 


around this child labor, decision, it is 
suggested, will be to procure state leg- 
slation prohibiting the importation and 
ise of products of child and prison la- 
bor so as to put them on the same basis 
as liquor in southern prohibition states. 


Any attempt to amend the constitu- 


tion of the United States so as to sub- 
ordinate the supreme court to congress 
will arouse a sectional quarrel. 
It 


would clothe congress 
with 
powers 


similar to those possessed by the Brit- 
ish parliament which can override the 
judgments of the house of lords and 
privy council of the house of lords and 
all other courts within the empire. 
Such a change in our constitution would 
destroy the equilibrium of the execu- 
tive, legislative and judicial branches 
of our goveinment and confer on con- 
gress, in fact if not in name, power 
to change the constitution by statute. 
Congress might welcome its elevation 
to the commanding position occupied 
by the British parliament which Icgis- 
lates without any check whatsoeve 


other thtn th* will of th* people.— New

Mr. Dub- 
lin went further and showed that tha 
reduction of the birth-rate, in all coun- 
tries, tends to produce a growing pre- 
ponderance of old men and women,, and 
particularly of old women| Under the

of flying and 


studying, 
the 
students 
must 
learn 


French and Italian or both, to "know 
the names of machine parts, technical 
terms, and to know how to find their 
way about.

The aviators have found that they 


must know a good many phrases and 
sentences if they would understand 
the Italian mechanics, 
motor drivers, 


and aviators. 
So the Americans al- 


ready have begun studying Italian as 
a sideline to their many other studies. 
Most of them know the meaning of a 
long list of words employed for tak- 
ing off, banking, turning, gliding, div- 
ing, snaking: and landing1. 
A good deal 
of Italian has 
been 


picked up by the aviators right in the 
village, 
where the people 
are very 


friendly and do not laugh at the weird 
expressions 
used 
by the Americans, 


whom they have adopted as their very 
own. 
The younger aviators,

it comes in handy at the mess tables.

Yard instructors are skilled mechan- 
ics trained in the teaching method. 
This training is given in a training 
center, where the mechanic is given 
an idea of instructional management, 
and how to get the instructions across 
effectively. 
The first training center was estab- 


lished at Newport News. T;> it were 
sent skilled mechanics, selected from 
tho yards. 
They were given a six 


weeks' course of training, eight hours 
a day. During the last part of this 
course they were obliged to spend for- 
ty hour.-, in tho actual handling of 
gangs of green men. Yard instructors 
are drawn from a variety o£ trades, 
such as riveters, ship fitters, ship car- 
penters, caulkers, etc. 


T\venlj -two plants have i-ent men 


for training as yard instructors, 316 
of thesu men have completed their 
training and 74 are now in training. 


In addition to the 
training center 


established 
in Newport News, there 


.re now several others estaBushed; at 
Hog Island, at Chester, Pa., at 
the 
Submarine Yard at Newark, N'. J., and 
two special centers for the training of 
electric welders at Schenectady, N. 1'., 
and at New York City. 
So far, 13 yards have put in training 


departments. One yard instructor can 
train about 150 men each year.

EVES IS DRY STATES 


There Is no prohibition against giv- 


ing garden plants liquid 
stimulants. 


They will grow faster under this treat- 
ment, and every gardener should fix 
up a barrel or a part of a barrel of 
"drinks" for his vegetables, says to- 
day's bulletin from the national war 
garden commission. Especially In dry 
weather will the plants needs this sort 
of assistance to help them along. 


It is really a simple matter. 
Just 


take a barrel and fill it three-fourths 
full of manure or chicken droppings 
and nil up the barrel with water. A 
half barrel or tub will answer the pur- 
pose. 
In a couple of days the water 


will have drawn some of the plant 
food out of the manure and the liquid 
stimulant is ready for use Dip It out 
and pour it along the rows of plants. 
This liquid !s a great stimulant and 
will make plants grow very rapidly. 
Refill the barrel with water after each 
dipping out. This may be done sev- 
eral times until the strength seems to 
be drawn out of the manure, then take 
out the used manure and put in a 
fresh 
supply. 
In 
this way a little 


manure will go a long way. 


Street sweepings may be used 
In- 


etead of manure. 
They 
should 
be 


practically free from oil. The oil pres- 
ent will rise to the top of the liquid 
stimulant, 30 do not dip it out because 
the oil in it will Injure the 
plants. 


Just put a faucet in the lower part of 
the barrel and draw off the liquid from 
the bottom. Put a few stones, small 
pieces of wood or a couple of bricks in 
the bottom of the barrel and 
cover 


them with burlap or wire screen to 
keep the manure from clogging the 
faucet. 
If manure is used cover the barrel 


with a wire screen to prevent mosqui- 
toes from breeding. If street sweep- 
ings are used this is not necessary 
because insects cannot breed where oil 
is present.

is growing tighter, for although noth- 
ing has yet been done in the matter 
of fixing" prices, further restrictions 
have be&n imposed on the use of leath- 
er for purely civilian purposes. 
Neiv 


England shoe manufacturers have been 
notified by the chairman o£ the hide, 
leather and tanning materials section 
of the war industries board to discon- 
tinue work on samples of shoes, fall 
and winter wear. 


This step has been taken because the 


government is formulating plans which 
will materially affect the construction 
and design of civilian shoes with an 
idea of conserving leather supplies so 
that government requirements may not 
later suffer. 
Present restrictions pro- 


hibit the sale of any sole leather of 
heavier than eight-iron to manufac- 
turers not doing- 
government 
work, 


while among upper leathers there has 
been little available for civilian shoes 
save in the lighter weights and not 
much of these in the colored lines. 


It is apparent that the government 


is now going to have first call not only 
on all the heavier lines of sole leathers, 
but on the lighter stock as well, while 
by a reduction in the number of styles 
and 
the 
substitution of cloth it is 


hoped to not only increase the quantity 
of upper leather available for govern- 
ment uses, but also to conserve 
the 


chemicals and dyes hitherto used freely 
in making 
fancy 
colored 
leathers, 


while there also would be a consider- 
able saving of labor. 


Standardization ot shoes 
seemingly 


is just ahead and in this change wo- 
men's shoey will probably 
suffer 
a 


considerable contraction in the number 
of styles and kinds. In kid stock, ac- 
cording to leather trade gossip, instead 
of a wide variety of colors, the pro- 
posed new order will permit of the pro- 
duction only of blacks and brown fin- 
ishes, and possibly of small quantities 
of gray stock. In other kinds of upper 
stock, it is probable that future pro- 
duction will run chiefly to black fin- 
ishes, with the possibility 
of 
small 


quantities of brown leather being per- 
mitted.

Washington with regard !io\v far they 
may or may not go in the matter of 
turning out shoes there is not much 
demand ,for leather from manufactur- 
ers not working on government order.s.

presented by a man's raincoat weight- 
ed with stones and tied to the body, 
as to where the crime was committed. 


Theory of the Crime 


Despite this, though, the police are 


confident the mystery will be solved 
attd that the solution

establish 


these -facts; 


That the woman enjoyed a comfort- 


able, perhaps affluent, position in life. 
'That she was murdered in or very 
near Bridgeport. 


That she was first knocked 
uncon- 


scious by a blow which fractured her 
skull and then strangled by means of 
a rope drawn tightly about her neck 
and tied. 


That her murderer, 
or 
murderers, 


in an effort to make identification as 
difficult as possible, should the crime 
come to light, stripped the 
body ' of 


every bit of clothing and jewelry.

Suppositions Credible 


These suppositions of 
the 
police, 


theories evolved from the only

dence now in

each piece of evidence was taken into 
consideration. First of all was the ev- 
idence of tho body itself. 


As far as Dr. Samuel Gar lick, 
the 


medical examiner, was able to deter- 
mine the body was that of a woman 
about 35 or 40 years old, five feet five 
inches in height and weighing" 135 or 
140 pounds.

store. The stones are to be found near 
any beach.

11 AWED 


WITH THE FRENCH ARMY IN 


FRANCE, Tuesday, June 11 (Night)— 
(By the Associated Press)—The allied 
troops today showed the Germans they 
could not have it all their own way 
by executing a number of counter at- 
tacks which were invariably success- 
ful. 
Some important territory was 


won back and inroads even were made 
into the German positions. It was, in 
fact, a thoroughly good day. for the 
allies, who in addition to regaining 
ground, captured more than 1000 pris- 
oners. 
The principal counter attack occur- 


red between Domfront, near 
Rubes- 


court, and Wacquemoulin, south of 
.Belloy, a front of about 12 kilometres. 
Allied infantrs', supported by tanks, 
achieved an advance averaging 
1506 


metres. They retook Belloy, 
reached 


the edge of St. Maur, arrived north 
of Porte and Loges farms and ob- 
tained a foothill at Antheuii. 


The French troops 
displayed 
re- 


markable courage and willingness to 
get at the foe, who appeared com- 
pletely disconcerted 
by their 
dash. 


Horse teams could he seen galloping 
forward to save their guns and some 
of the Germans lost' their heads com- 
pletely. The battleground is literally, 
covered with German dead. 


French Left Wing 


The counter attack on the French 


left wing, which was the first carried 
out today, took the French close, to 
the original lines as they stood Sun- 
.day. The allies also got beyond Mery 
in another assault, while a 
further 


fierce return blow enabled them to 
reach the vicinity of St. Maur. 
The 


stand of a detachment of dismounted 
cavalry on the height of Le Plemont 
will be remembered as one of the most 
heroic episodes of the war. 
Surround- 


ed Sunday morning at 4 o'clock, they 
resisted until Monday 
noon 
against 


repeated and most ferocious enemy 
assaults. Every two hours they sent 
back a wireless message, which always 
read: "We're holding." 


Finally, when the hour of ncton was 


striking 'on Monday, one word came 
through: "Doomed." 
Entire Division Slaughtered 


French cannon and machine guns 


have reaped a heavy toll since Sun- 
day. 
An entire division of the famous 


Jaegers was cut to pieces at Ressons- 
sur-Matz, while a guards division ^lost 
a great proportion of its effectives. 
Other divisions, it is learned, suffered 
equally during the preparation for the 
attack and the advance to the narrow 
valleys, all the passes of which were 
dominated by the allied guns. Every 
•prisoner taken seems horror-stricken 
at the slaughter of his comrades.

HOW TO CAN SWEET 


CORN AND PEPPERS 


Successful home 
canning of sw«et 


corn depends upon careful selection of 
tender, juicy corn in the milk .stage. 
Corn for canning should never stand 
longer than a few minutes after being 
taken from the stalk. Corn which Is 
past the milky stage or is stale is 
very, difficult to can. 


Remove husk and silk. 
Blanch on 


the cob by dipping Into boiling \vat*r 
from 1 to 3 minutes or until milk is 
set Have clean hands, and all utensils 
scalded 
Cut corn .off cob. Pack im- 


mediately into previously boiled jars 
to within one inch of the top? but do 
not pack too lightly. 
Add seasoning 


(one-third level teaspoonful salt an^ 
two-thirds teaspoonful sugar) to each 
pint of corn, and nil jars with ,clear 
hot water. Paddle to allow liquor to 
penetrate to the bottom of the Jar, 
and to remove all air bubbles. Par- 
tially seal jars. 


Processing with steam under pres- 


sure is recommended. 
Process 
pint 
jars 1^4 hours at 15 pounds preasur*?. 
£eal immediately, cool as rapidly as 
possible, but do so in a place free r'rom 
rafts. 
Do. not put into cold water, as 


jars will crack. 
When cold test for 


leaks and store in a cool, dark, dry 
place. 
If the intermltent process is used 


I boil pint, jars 1 \y hours the first day 
and 1 hour on the second and third 
days. Loosen covers before each sub- 
sequent boiling', and seal completely 
after boiling. Cool, test for leaks, and 
store.

If the single-period eontt^-ious boil- 


I ing process is employed, boil for at 
j least three hours. Seal, cool, test for 
| leaks, and store. 
! 
Take every precaution to have pood 


rubbers and absolutely tight jars. Test 
for leaks each time jars become cold 
and again 24 hours after process ins- 
All jars showing slightest 
sign 
of 


leaks must be refitted .with rubbers 
and reprocessed. 


Usually a better-flavored fininshed 


corn product can be obtained by drying- 
the corn instead of canning it. 


Sweet Pepii«rs 


1 The best- sweet peppers for canning: 
are the Spanish varieties known 
as 


pimientos 
The fruit of these peppers 


hr.s very thick flesh, tough skin, and 
is comparatively sm'oth and free from 
ridges. The bell peppers are not suit- 
able varieties for canning. 
Peppers 


should be ripe, sound, and -free from 
bruises. Sort, using the whole peppers 
for canning and small or broken pep- 
pers for products 
such 
as 
sauces, 


soups, chutneys, and Dixie relish. Pre- 
pare for. peeling by roasting pepper? 
in a hot oven for 6 to 3 minutes, being 
careful not to allow them to scorch. 
Peel, ct out stem, remove seeds, an3 
pack dry. in flattened layers.

ter or seasoning: is used in the prepar 
ation of these peppers; the processing 
brings out a thick liquor which al- 
most covers them in the previously 
boiled, jars.

advocacy of open diplomacy was

ommends no change, but

publication of treaties after their rati 
fication. 


The president's views ivere given 


in a. letter to**Secretary Lansing-, a copy 
of Tvhich "'a? sent to Chairman Hitch- 
cock for the foreign relations commit- 
tee. 
Senator Hitchcock said he would 


present them to the senate before the 
vote, set for 1 o'clock, on the Borah 
amendment to the resolution of Senator 
Underwood of Alabama 
for limiting 


senate debate. 


In his letter the president, explain- 


ing his statement in his address of 
Jan. S, advocating "open covenance of 
peace openly arrived at," said he had 
particular reference to the prevalent 
practice in Europe of keeping secret 
those treaties that had been ratified. 


Treaties, he indicated in his letter, 


should be made public after their ne- 
gotiation. 
The processes of negotia- 


tions, however, he sugfrested, could be 
better satisfied without undue public- 
ity, which might 
embarrass 
their 


course.

"These girls are only one section o£ 


the junior class," explained Miss San- 
ders. "Altogether there are about 100 
girls Working on the farm. 
Sections 


B and D work on Mondays and Wed- 
nesdays and A and C on Tuesdays 
and Thursdays. This, farming 
-work 


is taking the place of indoor work in 
their nature study course and they 
enjoy the change very 
much. They 


work for two hours at a time. 


We looked around for the picture 


man and he was very happy. He had 
started talking with some of the agri- 
culturists and it was no time before 
he suggested that we take a picture. 
We had certainly run into our "nature 
scene," so I told him 
to "shoot" if 


Miss Sanders were willing. She told 
him to go as far as he liked. Then

"How do you want them?" said Miss 
Sanders. 


"Just natural," said the photogra-

they would look like an 
industrious 


farming crowd and finally the camera 
clicked and it was all over. 


We thanked Miss Sanders for he 


trouble, congratulated 
the gardener 


and got written promises that th 
camera man should eat the first bean 
that was raised and ourselves the firs 
"French fried." 


During the summer vacation season 


the farm will still be cultivated for th 
girls will make at least weekly trips 
to keep it in condition and even th 
living in other cities have promised to 
come every Saturday afternoon to see 
that their portion is coming along a 
right.

fall down on the job, which they say 
they won't, the ever capable seniors 
will be in the background as reserves 
Anyway, we hope the cutworms never 
find out where the Normal school farm 
is located!

WAGE INCREASE IN MILLS 


It is gratifying to find that the 


local mill corporations granted an in- 
crease of ten per cent, in wages with- 
.out much haggling. This increase, it 
is announced, will make a 
total of 


95 per cent, in two years, which is 
probably a little ahead of the in- 
crease in the cost of living within 
the same period. Some of the mills 
are employed on government work and 
are doubtless earning good 
profits, 


but the government proposes to come 
around next year and take away the 
excess profits wherever it appears that 
the rate has been more than would 
pay a reasonable dividend. 


Should the government orders cease, 


the mills might find themselves unable 
to meet the new rate, but this may 
not occur until the close of the war 
when it is expected that there will be 
something in the nature of a landslide 
not only in the cost of living, but in 
the rate of wages paid in the various 
industries.

come to the front and help to meet 
this emergency. 
Civilians are urged 


to refrain from employing profession- 
al nurses so that the latter may be 
allowed to serve their country while 
vomen who have some capabilities in 
that line are urged to take the Red 
Cross courses of training so as to he 
able to do duty at home or after a 
'short experience in practice, to enter 
the service of the Tied Cross. It is 
intended to keep on training nurses 
for the service until the number re- 
quired is sufficient.

in many others, the women will prob- 
ably respond in sufficient numbers to 
supply present and future needs.

45 Texan objectors to military ser- 
vice on the ground of conscientious 


create a profound ini- 
ECruples, will 
pression throughout the country and 
will undoubtedly remove the idea that 
a registrant may escape military ser 
vice by belonging to a church whose 
faith is opposed to war. The sentence 
Imposed by a court-martial has been 
reduced to :5 years by Brigadier Gen- 
eral O'Neil at Fort Leavemvorth. Even 
that is quite a stiff term for an ob- 
jector on 
conscientious scruples." 


It appears that the offenders in this 


case belonged to what is known as 
the Mennonite faith, and 
while all 


are opposed to military service, some 
were willing to wear the army uniform 
and work 
in 
non-combatant unit*. 


The men who were sentenced refused 
to wear an army uniform on any con- 
dition. 
This action indicates that 


there is a limit to the extent to which 
the conscientious objectors can evade 
their duty to the government in time 
of war. 
They will he obliged to work 


in support of the war in some form 
or else go to prison.

INCREASED RAILROAD FARES 
The increase in fare on the Boston 


& Maine railroad from Lowell to Bos- 
Ion from 03 to 7S cents, with the ad- 
dition of six cents of a war tax, will 
probably reduce the travel on the 
trains over that line. The passenger 
traffic may be diverted largely to the 
electric cars and automobiles. 
The 


increase in rates, both passenger and 
freight, has been the first tangible re- 
sult of government control. Doubtless 
this radical increase has resulted from 
the necessity of rehabilitating a num- 
ber of roads which bad been allowed 
to run down in their general efficiency. 
Radical repairs are needed and equal- 
ly radical additions to

time as they

ago.

The 
visible supply is down to the unheard 
of level, only 
1,146,000 
bushels. A 


year ago at this time we had 2S.236,- 
000 bushels in American 
warehouses. 


The wheat now being cut in the 


middle west and the wheat that al- 
ready has been harvested in Texas and 
Oklahoma has not been threshed. It 
still stands in shocks in fields, await- 
ing the coming of the thresher. 
Then 


it must go to terminal markets and 
from there to flour mills. That will 
take weeks of time. In the mean- 
while we have but a little over one 
million bushels of wheat, about one 
bushel to every 100 persons In this 
country. 


And of our small store we must 


continue giving wheat to our allies!

don't eat wheat in any form!

FEDERAL CHILD LABOR LA\V 
By a. narrow majority 
the United 


States supreme court has declared un- 
constitutional the federal child labor 
law of 1916 forbidding- interstate ship- 
ments of products of child labor. This 


_ _ _ _ decision is of vital Importance to man- 
jet ufacturers and labor interests and will 


probably lead to a campaign for new 
state laws, an amendment to the con- 
stitution and a bitter sectional fight 
Southern cotton mill interests contend- 
ed that congress had no right to force 
such legislation on unwilling states by 
the use of the interstate 
commerce 


clause in the constitution. 
On similar 


grounds the sale and shipment of pris- 
grounds the scale and shipment of pris- 
on-made goods in interstate commerce 
will probably be upheld. 


Mills located in states which forbid 


the employment of children will flnd 
It hard to compete with southern mills 
which enjoy that advantage. 
The south 


has attained a commanding position in 
the manufacture of coarse cotton goods 
and yarns through cheap labor and wa- 
ter power. In the north' labor has se- 
cured legislation to keep young chil- 
dren out of the mills, but has failed 
to impress upon the legislatures of 
southern states the need for similar 
laws. In the coming struggle the in- 
interests of northern mill owners and 
labor will be identical. 


The federal government has been 


surprised by this decision because the 
United States supreme court recently 
denied the claims of tha liquor trade 
to ship alcoholic liquors into prohibi- 
tion states. 
One method of gettin" 


around this child labor decision, it Is 
suggested, wil! be to procure state leg- 
islation prohibiting the importation and 
use of products of child and prison la- 
bor so as to put them on the same basis 
as liquor in southern prohibition states. 


Any attempt to amend the constitu- 


tion of the United States so as to sub- 
ordinate the Fupreme court to congress 
will arouse a sectional quarrel. 
It 


would clothe congress 
with 
powers 


similar to those possessed by the Brit- 
ish parliament which can override the 
judgments of the house of lords and 
privy council of the house of lords and 
all other courts within the empire. 
Such a change in our constitution would 
destroy the equilibrium of the execu- 
tive, legislative and judicial branches 
of our gove;iiment and confer on con- 
gress, in fact if not in name, power j 
to change the constitution by statute. ' 
-ongress might welcome its elevation : 
to the commanding position occupied ' 
by the British parliament which legis- 
lates without any check 
whatsoever 


other than th* will of the people.—New 
York Commercial.

This training is given in a training 
center, where the mechanic is given 
an idea of instructional management, 
and how to get the Instructions across 
effectively. 


The first training center was estab- 


lished at Newport News. To it were 
sent skilled mechanics, • selected from 
the yards. 
They were given a six 


weeks' course of training, eight hours 
a day. During the last part of this 
course they were obliged to spend for- 
ty hours in the actual 
handling of 


gangs of green men. 
Yard instructors 
are drawn from a variety of trades, 
such as riveters, ship fitters, ship car- 
penters, caulkers, etc. 


Twenty-two plants have sent men 


for training as yard instructors, 216 
of these men have completed 
their 


training and 74 are now in training. 


In addition to the training 
center 


established 
in Newport News, there 


are now several others established; at 
Hog Island, at Chester, Pa., at 
the 


Submarine Yard at Newark, NT. J., and 
two special centers for the training of 
electric welders at Schenectady, N. Y., 
and at New York City. 


So far, 13 yards have put in training 


departments. One yard instructor can 
train about 150 men each year. The 
period uf. training for a green man 
varies from two to eight we-;ks. One 
yard has already trained enough yard 
instructors in the training centers to 
turn out weekly 300 skilled mechanics 
within the yard. 


In addition to the training of green 


men, there exists the problem of tak- 
ing men who are already skilled in 
allied trades, but have never worked 
"in shipyards, and making- them into 
shipbuilders. This is called a Trade 
Conversion course and consists essen- 
tially of determining what 
supple- 


mentary work a skilled mechanic from 
the allied trades must have in order 
to give him the necessary knowledge 
to do shipbuilding work. Special in- 
structors are employed in a number 
of plants to meet this situation. 


By training foremen and managers, 


the shipping board has been able to 
develop in a 
year the 
building of 


wooden ships which had been a long 
lost art, and workmen in many yards 
have increased in efficiency more than 
io per cent.

There Is no prohibition against giv- 
g garden plants liquid 
stimulants. 


They will grow faster under this treat- 
ment, and every gardener should fix 
ip a barrel or a part of a barrel of 
'drinks" for his. vegetables, says to- 
day's bulletin from the national war 
garden commission. Especially In dry 
weather will the plants needs this sort 
of assistance to help them along. 


It is really a simple matter. Just 


take a barrel and fill it three-fourths 
full of manure or chicken droppings 
and fill up the barrel 'With water. A 
ialf barrel or tub will answer ihe pur- 
pose. In a couple of days the water 
will have drawn some of the plant 
food out of the manure and the liquid 
stimulant is ready for use Dip it out 
arid pour it along the rows of plants. 
This liquid is a great stimulant and 
will make plants 'grow very rapidly. 
Refill the barrel with water after each 
dipping out. 
This may be done sev- 


eral times until the strength seem's" to

Is growing tighter, for although noth- 
ing has yet been done in the matter 
of fixing prices, further restrictions 
lave been imposed on the use of leatli- 
er for purely civilian purposes. 
New 


England shoe manufacturers have been 
notified by the .chairman o£ the hide, 
.eather and .tanning materials section 
of the war industries board to discon- 
tinue work on samples of shoes, fall 
and winter wear. 


This step has been taken because the 


jovernment is formulating plans which 
will materially affect the construction 
and design of civilian- shoes -with an 
idea of conserving" leather supplies-so 
;hat government requirements may not 
later suffer. Present -restrictions pro- 
hibit the sale of any sole leather of 
heavier than eight-iron to manufac- 
turers not doing 
government 
work, 


while among upper leathers there has 
Deen little available for civilian shoes 
save in the lighter weights and not 
much of these in the colored lines. 


It is apparent that the government 


!o now going- to have first call not only 
on all tho heavier lines of sole leathers] 
Dut on the lighter stock as well, while 
by a reduction in the number of styles 
and 
the 
substitution of cloth it is 


hoped to not only increase tho quantity 
of upper leather available for govern- 
ment uses, but also to conserve tho 
chemicals and dyes hitherto used freely 
In making 
fancy 
colored 
leathers, 


while there also would be a consider- 
able savins of labor. 


Standardization of shoes seemingly 


is just ahead and in this change wo- 
men's shoey will probably 
suffer 
a 


considerable contraction in the number 
of styles and kinds. 
In kid stock, ac- 


cording to leather trade gossip, instead 
of a wide variety of colors, the pro- 
posed new order will permit of the pro- 
duction only of blacks and brown fin- 
ishes, and possibly of small quantities 
of gray stock. In other kinds of upper 
stock, it is probable that future pro- 
duction will run chiefly to black fin- 
,shes, with the possibility 
of 
small 


quantities of brown leather being- per- 
mitted. 


Pending some 
further word 
from 


Washington with regard how far they 
may or may not go in the matter of 
iurning- out shoes there is not much 
demand for leather from manufactur- 
ers not working on government orders. 
But because of the purchases already 
made and the fact that government 
and export needs have been so exten- 
sive local supplies of leather are not 
large and recent

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APPEAL FOR 


WASHINGTON. June 12. — Further 


evidence that Germany, in its efforts 
to end the war this summer, is plan- 
ning to support its land offensive by 
sending its high seas forces against 
the combined American and 
English 


grand fleets is given in an official des- 
patch from Switzerland. 


"A telegram of an official nature,", 


says the despatch^ "is being spread 
broadcast in Germany, which says that 
the German admiralty is considering 
a big naval offensive. Orders are sup- 
posed to have been given to keep the 
whole fleet in readiness and a certain 
number of naval officers of high rank 
have been recalled from Switzerland 
and 
other neutral countries, 
where 


they have been spending: their leaves." 


Both in Washington and in the allied 


capitals a, German sea offensive on a 
grand stale long has been regarded as 
a possibility and the appearance of 
the Teutonic fleet in the North sea at 
any time would not be unexpected. 


If the battle does come, 
American 


naval forces will play their part. Ad- 
miral Hugh Rodman joined the British 
fleet some time ago, and 
Admiral 


Gleaves in a recent address said that 
when Adm. Beatty. comanding the Brit • 
ish grand sea forces, heard that the Ger- 
mans were coming he assigned 
the 


American ships a prominent place in 
the line. 


American naval officers are no less 


anxious for a finish tight with the en- 
emy than are the British. In all allied 
quarters there is supreme confidence 
of the outcome. Once the two fieeia 
come to grips, officials are certain that 
the Germans will be decisively 
de- 


feated.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Juno 12 


Congressman Rogers today wrote the 
department of labor urging that a 
branch employment agency he estab- 
lished in Lowell. He called attention 
to the growing need of i,ov.-pll and 
the difficulty of securing labor for the 
war industries carried on there. Said 
Mr. Rogers; 


"According to the census of 1910, 


Lowell had a population of about 106,- 
000. It is probably nt least 125,000 to- 
day. It is the largest city in Middle- 
sex county and one of the two county 
seats of that county, the other being 
Cambridge, which is practically a part 
of Boston. Middlesex county had in 
1910 a population of over two-thirds of 
a million, being about twenty per cent, 
of the entire population of Massachu- 
setts. Lowell is almost wholly indus- 
trial and it is the natural labor cen- 
ter of this portion of the state. It 
is estimated that thirty-five thousand 
men and women are working within 
the city of Lowell alone upon war 
necessities—especially munitions 
and 


textiles. Lowell is twenty-six 
miles 


from Boston. 


Its proximity to Camp Devcns, Ayer. 


Mass., one of the National army can- 
tonments, 
has seriously complicated 


the labor situation, and 
for 
some 


months we have had a most difficult 
task in securing even the minimum of 
labor in our war industries. 


Major Hugo Diemer. chief inspector 


of the bureau of ordnance, attached 
to the munition plants in LowelJ, wrote 
to his superior officers on May 15th 
last; "Ten thousand employes*will be 
needed within the next three months." 
This is for munitions alone, 
which 


constitute only one item in our prob- 
lem. 


Mr. Austin W. Lord of the Bureau

RAILROADS 


WASHINGTON, June 12.—Director- 


General McAdoo today requested con- 
gress to extend the time within which 
short line railroads might be taken 
over by the government to Jan. 1, 
1919. The law'now fixes the time as 
July 1, next. A resolution embodying 
the request was prepared by Senator 
Smith of South Carolina, chairman 
of the interstate commerce commit- 
tee. 


Railroads will spend $95.661,000 for 


additional yard traclvS, sidings and in- 
dustry tracks; $61,975,000 for shop- 
buildings, enginehouses and appurten- 
ances; S47.-S71.000 for additional main 
tracks; 538.085,000 for bridges, trestles 
and culverts; and $31,556,000 for rails 
and other track materials. 


The total to be spent for improve- 


ments is 5445,63!).000 a.nd for equipment 
$482,417.000. 
This is approximately 


three times as much as railroads have 
pent for these purposes annually here- 
tofore.
